breathing! this may be done by holding 
tbe nose of the person and torcinfr. thrnu"h 
the mouth into the lungs sufficient air lor 
a natural breath, immediately expelling it 
by an upward pressure just below the ribs. 
Or, the air may be thrown into the lungs 
by applying Ihe pipe-of a bellows to one 
nostril, while holding the other nostril and 
mouth firmly clostd. 


'Ibis inflating of the lungs is the sheet 


anchor, and must not be intermitted, ex- 
cept to turn the head and body, upo.i the 
side to let out any water that may be forctd 
into the threat and mouih. 


AVhile Ibis iiiilation is going rn, let 


many warm, dry hands be rubbing the 
limbs, as can be employed; or let tile body- 
be enveloped in l,ot ftannrk, and cloths 
ivrung Irom hot water be applied; at all 
events get and keep the body warm. 


These two points—getting the lungs to 


breathing and the body warm—are the; 
main chance, and in lact ihe on;y chance, 
ond the treaiment must not be stopped lur 
anything else until ths jitrson ia given 
over lor dead. 


This method of treatment is so simple 


that it can be conducted by any person oi 
common sense, ond khould not be discon- 
tinued lor at least five or six hours. 


It may be that the application'ol elec- 


tricity, alter the other tieu'.mcnt islairly at 
noik, may serve to louse vitality, but of 
this we are,in doubt, and.bclieve it should 
not be too freely used.—North and South.

HEAT OK DIFFERENT WOODS.—The fol- 


lowing is set down as the relative heating 
values of different kinds of American wood: 
Shel-bark hickory being taicen al the high- 
est standard, 3(10; pig-nut hickory, 9.3; 
white oak, 84} white ash, 77; dog-voo'ii, 
151 scrub oak, 73; unite hazel, 72; apple, 
tree, 70,-red oak, 69; white beech, 6.3 j 
black walnut, 65, black birch, G2; yellow 
oak, 60; bard rnaple, 50; white i !rn, 88, 
red cedar, 56; wild cherry, dp; yellow 
pine, 54: chesnut 52; yellow poplar, 52 ,* 
butternut, 51; white birch, 49, white pine, 
42. Some woods are softer and lighter 
than others;the harder and heavier hav- 
ing their fibres more densely packed to- 
gether. 
But the same species of wood 


may vary in density, according, to the con- 
ditions ef i:s growth. Those woodi which 
grow in forests, or in rich wet grounds, are 
less consolidated than such as stand in 
open fields, or grow slowly upon dry, bar- 
ren soils. There are two stages in the 
burning of wood; in the first the heatcomes 
chiefly from flame, in the second from red- 
hot coaln. Soft woods are much more ac- 
tive in the first stage than the hard, and 
hard woods more activi in the second stage 
than sofi. 
The soft woods burn with vol- 


uminous flame, and leave but little coal, 
while the hard woods produce less flame 
and yield a larger mas? of coal.
